Ctaltmre  Directions. 

Situation. — It  should  be  a warm,  sunny 
spot,  sheltered  from  bleak  winds,  but  not 
shadowed  by  trees,  for  tree  roots  will  im- 
pose upon  your  roses  and  take  away  the 
nourishment  of  the  soil  which  they  need. 
A building  is  not  much  better.  A light 
fence  is  the  best  wind-break  for  a rose  bed. 

Soil. — Roses  grow  well  in  any  ordinary 
garden  soil  that  is  rich  and  well  drained. 
They  will  not  grow  in  a wet  spot.  If  you 
cannot  give  them  a home  that  has  good, 
natural  drainage,  then  drain  it  artificially. 
Take  out  soil  for  two  or  three  feet  in  depth 
and  fill  in  with  stones,  brick,  old  bones, 
etc.,  anything  to  give  the  surplus  water  a 
chance  to  run  off,  leaving  your  rose  roots 
sweet  and  healthy.  A clay  soil  is  the 
natural  home  of  the  rose,  but  it  should 
not  be  pure  clay.  Spade  up  well,  work  in 
one-third  sand  and  one-third  well-rotted 
manure,  at  least  one  year  old.  The  rose  is 
a great  feeder ; your  ground  must  be  rich 
if  you  want  lots  of  roses.  Pulverize  the 
soil  finely  and  mix  -well  by  raking. 

Planting. — Roses  on  their  own  roots 
should  be  planted  just  as  they  stood  in  the 
nursery  or  propagating  bench.  There  is 
usually  a dark  earth  line  to  go  by;  set 
even  with  this. 

Puuning. — When  you  set  your  roses,  if 
there  are  any  broken  branches  or  roots, 
cut  them  off. 

Insects  and  Mulohes. — Try  showering 
repeatedly  with  cold  water  for  insects ; the 
roses  love  it;  you  notice  how  they  grow  in 
rainy  season.  For  mildew,  sprinkle  with 
sulphur. 

Put  lots  of  leaves  around  the  roots  of 
your  roses  in  hot  weather,  it  will  keep  the 
roots  cool  and  moist,  and  insure  more 
roses.  It  also  helps  as  a fertilizer. 


Saltpetre  is  a good  insecticide  and 
fertilizer  for  house  plants.  Dissolve  a 
little  in  water,  making  it  just  strong 
enough  to  taste  a little.

H.  A.  stands  for  Hardy  Annual.  H.  H.  A.,  Half  Hardy  Annual.  H.  P.,  Hardy  Peren- 
nial. H.  H.  P.,  Half  Hardy  Perennial.  “One  foot,”  “two  feet,”  etc.,  designates  about 
the  height  the  plant  grows,

Value  of  Wood  Ashes. 

Wood  ashes  are  beneficial  to  all  crops, 
and  this  has  been  found  to  apply  even  to 
coal  ashes,  which  in  themselves  have  little 
manurial  value.  The  reason  that  even 
these  are  so  useful  is  that  they  absorb  and 
retain  moisture.  Independent  of  the 
potash  that  wood  ashes  contain,  and  which 
makes  it  such  a valuable  manure,  an  ap- 
plication of  it  renders  the  ground  porous 
and  keeps  it  cool  and  moist.  Farmers 
cannot  be  too  careful  to  save  it  and  spread 
it  over  their  lands.  Upon  sandy  lands  we 
consider  it  equally  as  valuable,  pound  for 
pound,  as  guano.  We  think  about  one 
hundred  bushels  of  wood  ashes  per  acre  is 
a fair  proportion  to  apply  on  light  soils. 


Rooting  Tea  Roses. — How  many  real- 
ize that  Tea  Roses,  or  any  other  sort,  can 
be  grown  from  slips  as  readily  as  a Gera- 
nium, and  it  takes  but  little  longer.  Do 
not  be  afraid  to  cut  your  Roses  well  back 
after  blooming,  and  then  take  these  cut- 
tings to  start  new  plants.  Keep  well 
watered,  using  pretty  sandy  soil.  Keep  the 
slips  covered  with  glass  for  several  weeks, 
lifting  the  glass  each  day  to  keep  them 
from  mildew,  and  replacing  again  at  night.
